The elections, Portij^s lOtb nationwide

ment: " I prefer myself to think of the rela- 
tionship as being a stable, enduring one, 
based on the direct contact between the 
United States and China.” 

The U.S. secretary of state reftised to 
wer a question whether there were listening 
posts in China used by the United States, and 
so avoided denying published reports to this 
effect. 

“Thafs the kind of question I don't touch 
with a ten- foot pole" he said. 

Shultz, who met seven leading Chinese fig- 
ures within four days here, including Deng 
Xiaoping, Premier Zhao Ziyang and Foreign 
Minister Wu Xueqian, said be hoped that the 
visit had contributed to “the development of 
understanding, trust and mutual confidence'' 
between Peking and Washington. 

During a banquet ^ven in honor of Wu 
Saturday night, Shultz said; " We have made 
important progress in renewing and enriching 
the dialogue between ourtwogovexniiients.'' 

Both Shultz and Chinese leaders have 
puUkly recognized the persistance of disag- 
reements between the United States and 
China. , 

Zhao Friday said the Thiwan question was 
the "main obstacle" to improving Sino- 
American relations. 

Bm Shuhz told leporteis here: " We have 
made some oommitments with respect to 
Taiwan and we intend to live by those com- 
mitments." 

He mentioned, however, the Sino- 
American communique sigoed last August in 
which the United States said it intended to 
gradually reduce its arms sales to Thiwan, and 
C^iina said that its "baskf policy was to 
reunify the island with the mainland. 

Shultz said U.S. arms sales to China had 
not been discussed during his visit. 

A State Department official traveling with 
Shultz said that Washington was ready to 
welcome “at any time," a Chinese official to 
discuss arms questions. This echoed an invita- 
tion made in 1981 when the. United -States 
decided to supply China with lethal weapons 
after an « examination of each request. 

Shultz also mentioned Chinese complaints 
about the difficulty of acquiring sophisticated 
American technology but said that in recent 
years there has been a "considerable 
increase” in exports of such technology from 
the United States to China.

LA PA2L Feb. 5 (R) — Nazi iugiave Klaus Altmann was on his way back to France Saturday 
where he has twice been seniem^ to death for vrar crimes oommitted 40 years ago. 

Bolivian Interior Minister Mario'Roncal said Altmann was expelled and put on a speciaDy 
chartered plane to France Friday night for breaking immigration laws. The announcement 
ended 1 1 days of intense q)eculation over Altmann's fate since he was arrested on a La Faz 
street. 

RoncaTs rtatement at a press conference followed an elaborate operation to move Altmann 
from the city jail, moving dect^ fast cars and hundreds of heavily armed police. 

Altmann. 69. was known as Klaus Barbie during Worid War n when he served as a Naa 
intelligence officer in the occupied city of Lyons in central France. Both France and West 
Germany have sought extradition of the man called "the butcher of Lyons." 

^ is held responriUe for sending hundreds of resistance filters to their deaths, and is 
wanted in particular for bis alleged role in the kfliing of Jean Moulin, head of the French 
resistance movement to Nazi occupation. ■ 

Barbie fled to. South America along with many other Nazis after Hhler's Third Reich 
crumbled in 1 945. He arrived in Bolivia and was granted dtizenship under bis assumed name in 
1957. It was apparently the change of name that finally led to his downfall. 

Roncal said Friday night that a German citizen named Klaus Barbie was being deported 
because be was in Bolivia illegally. The man known as Altmann. he said, had admitted that his. 
real name was Barbie. 

Altmann was arrested last week over an e^ht-year-old debt of $1 0.000 to the state nuoing 
company. Comibol. The debt involved a shining firm which he managed during a bnsiness 
career that included deals with the counuys milita^ government 

But 1 8 years of almost uninterrnpted military rule in Bolivia ended three months ago tiie 

new leftist civQian government dedded that he was no longer welcome. The debt was r^aid and 
an order for Altmann's release was agned Friday night It turned out to be a one-way fli^t back 
to France instead of a ticket to freedom.

Also on the salad 
part of the buffet are an assortment of cold 
vegetables, potato salads, sauerkraut and 
even some cold Arab dishes like homus and

Numerous museum projects 
under way in Riyadh area 


RIYADH, Feb. S — A British company 
has won a contract for the conversion of the 
Masmak fortress here into a museum and 
will also provide farfUties for vishors to 
enjoy one of the most ncH^le historic build- 
ings in Riyadh. The Saudi Arabian 
Department of Antiquities and Museum 
granted the contract to Michael Rice and 
Company Limited. 

The move reflects the Department of 
Antiquities and Museum^ oonceni to pre- 
rerve bufldings of himrical or aichheaural 
importance throughout Saudi Arabia. 

The Masmak fortress, a huge 100-room 
mud-built castle in the ban of the city, was 
captured 1^ the then 21-year-old Prince 
Abdul Aziz bin Abdul Rahman Al-Saud, in 
|>i^OI in the first of what was to become the 
series of campaigns which were waged to 
unify most of the peninsula and to create, 
eventually, the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia. 
The capture of the Masmak, then the stron- 
ghold of the city's governor who was the 
representative of a femily which bad seized 
control of Abdul Azi^ ancestral lands, was 
effected by the young prftioe and a small 
group of his followers and marked the 
beginning of one of the most remarkable 
stories of the 20ih century. 

The Masmak fortress was built by one of 
Abdul Azi^ forerunners. Prince Abdullah 
bin Faisal Al-Saud, in 1865. It has been 
completely restored by the Municipality of 
Riyadh and is now m the keeping of the 
Department of Antiquities and Museums. 

Michael Rice and Company will prepare 
^plans for making use of much of the fortress. 


These will mdude exhibits dealing with the 
hisioty of the fortress itself and of its ca{> 
roift. ir wiQ lell the siojy of the unification of 
AraUa ander King Abdul Aziz and treat of 
ttadftfonal life in the central region of 
Aralria,! the Najd, of which Riyadh is the 
captal. Some of the fortress rooms will be 
ftirriT«iM»d m traditional style and will be 
used as reception rooms for important gov- 
ernment viritoia. 

A number of other museums are now in 
the process of bemg renovated in the King- 
dom wfth Michael Rice and Company 
engaged in the i^anniog and installation 
woridng priscipaify under the direction of 
the Department of Antiquities and 
Museums. The firm derigned the Museum 
of Archaeology and Ethnography here and 
is now working on a plan for a series of six 
museums and conservation centers to be 
built on major archaeological sites 
throughout the Kingdom. 

The design phase of tlus project has been 
completed, in conjunction with Zuhair, 
Fayez and Assoa'ates architects of Jeddah 
and Rfyadh. Construction wiU soon begin, 
after the appointment of contractors 
selected for the work. Two further sites will 
soon be added to the original six. 

Michael Rice and Company has also been 
retained to advise the arcMtects responsible 
for the planning of the prniceted Natitmal 
Museum, which will be built on a site adia- 
cent to the historic Murabba Palace in 
Riyadh, another of the city's great mud- 
built mounuments. > 


New share 
registration 
firm likely 

RIYADH, Feb. 5 — A new company cal- 
led Saudi Shares Services Co. is likely to be 
formed in the next couple of months, accord- 
ing to tbe latest issue of Biabiass. 

Quoting banking sources here, tbe 
economic weekly said a study on the mod- 
alities of forming such a company undertaken 
by the Consulting Center for Hnance and 
Investment beaded by Dr. Abdul Aziz M. 
Aldukhefl is being circulated atwnng the vari- 
ous banks of the Kingdom for comment. 

Dr. Aldukhefl said that it will not be a stock 
exchange proper but a share registration 
company which will speed up the ««««»"« 
and transfer of shares. The share capital of 
the company is likely to be around SR50 
million to be owned by all Saudi Arabian 
banks. 

According to a study made in April 1981, 
there are alrout 98 joint stock companies in 
the Kingdom with a total share capital of 
SR83.63 billion. Of these, 68 are electric 
utilities. Banks and cement companies form 
tbe two next largest categories of traded 
firms. 

The market price of bank shares ranges 
from SR330 to SR380 per SRI 00 share, 
white for cement companies from SR4S0 to 
SRI, 150. For other industries, h varies from 
SRI 80 to SR430. 

The share registration company is likely 
to help in tbe growth of joint stock companies 
in the Kingdom and may ultimately lud to 
the formation of a Saudi stock exchange.

ABU DHABL Feb. S (Agencies) — A 
leadii^ PLO official Saturday asserted that 
the aimed struggle remained die basic option 
for the Palestinian revolution untO the peo- 
ple's rights were restored and an independent 
state was established on hs national soil. 

Salah Khalaf. (Abu lyyad) second-in- 
command to PLO chairman, Yasser Arafat, 
in as interview to Al ittOud and Kk^e^ 
newqiapers cate^mcally denied that there 
was any relationsh^ between Palestinian- 
Jordanian confederation talks and the U.S. 
Present Ronald Reagan initiative to establ- 
ish Palestinian self-rule in the occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. 

“To link them together is an attempt to 
split the Palestinian ranks. It will not succeed. 
We are supporting any democratic dialogue 
with any one proinded it does not barm the 
PLO interests." he said. He added the 
FalestinianOordanian dialogiie centers on 
establishu^ an independent Palestinian state 
with strong links widi Jordan ... This condi- 
tion is contrary to the Reagan plan. 

Abu lyyad stressed PLO “Chairman (Yas- 
ser) Ar^t is the most committed person to 
the unified Palestinian political program." • 

He denied that there were any political 
differences between Syria and the Palestinian 
revolution. 

Meanwhile. Khalil Wazir. another PLO 
official said the commando oigaoizatioD is 
demanding U.S. recognition as the price for 
joining American-sponsored Middle East 
peace efforts. In an interview to the Associa- 
tion Press he said. Arafat and King Hussein 


discussed the partidpation of Palestinians in 
a joint negotiating committee for deriding 
the future of West Bank. 

But. he said. Arafat explained to King 
Hussein: “Every eldmiy Palestinian woman, 
^ly diild. has sacrificed 34 years for one 
thing to see a flag of Palestine, an indepen- 
dent Palestinian state. Any settlement (of foe 
Palestinian tffoblem) must include a Palesti- 
nian flag, a raiestinian passport a Palestinian 
minister of foreign affoirs and a Palestinian 
army.” 

“We have no trust in the American move 
(the Reagan plan).’’ he said. “We have no 
guarantees foe Americans are ready to move 
to support Palestinian rights." 

Whra asked if success in U.S. efforts to 
gain an Israeli wtfodrawaJ from Lebanon and 
to stop Israeli settlement building in the West 
Bank would bring foe PLO into foe Reagan 
plan. Wazir replied: “Only U.S. recognition 
of the PLO. Mestinian ri^ts" would do so. 

Wazir said foe possil^ty on non-PLO 
Palestinians from the West Bank and Gaza 
being used to get around foe American 
refill to recognize foe PLO and get 
negotiations on foe West Bank started was 
one of several possible tactics discussed by 
Arafat and King Hussein. But he said reports 
that Arafat had agreed were wrong. 

“This was refus^ directly by foe HjO. We 
refused to diyii« it We are fitting to stress 
the point that the PLO is foe sole representa- 
tive of foe Palestinians and we wiU not permit 
anyone to discuss (a Palestinian settlement) 
except through foe PLO." he said. 


Turkey drafts political bill 


ANKARA, Feb. S (i^ -- A new draft bfli 
for political parties, designed to pve more say 
to the rank-and-file and to curb the powers of 
party leadership, was made public -^turday. 

Professor Orfaan A/dikacti, chairman of 
the consultative assembly committee that 
drafted the bin, told reporters the new meas- 
ure would portend “the growth and establ- 
ishment of a party oligarchy." 

The draft bin, to come before the assembly 
floor for a debate and vote this month, will 
replace a previous law dating from 1965 and 
wfli compiement a new constitution accepted 
by an overwhelming majority in a national 
referendum last November. 

Aldikacti said he did not know when for- 
mation of new parties would be allowed by 
Turkey smilitaiy rulers following the passage 
of the party law. 

Turkeys five top generals, who overthrew 
the civilian government in a bloodless coup in 
September 1980, have promised to return the 
nation to parliamenta^ democracy through 
general elections scheduled to be held in 
October. 

Tbe preparation and legislation of a new 
election law is on the agenda of the assembly 
hefore elections can be held. 

The draft biD on political parties reiterates 
restrictions on party activity and against 
former political leaders spelled out in the 
oonstitutioD. 

The ^nerals dissolved the parliament and 
aD political parties after their coup. The new 
constitutio n bars ZOO veteran politicians and 
patty leaders from any political activity for 


tbe next 10 years. Other members of the pre- 
vious parliamnt can run for office but cannot 
be among the funding leaders of tbe new 
parties. 

Tbe constitution and the new bill forbid the 
estabUshment of parties advocating a Marx- 
ist, faggiw or theocratic system for this 
NATO-member country. Parties violating 
these stipuiations fece closure by jhe^ 
ranstitutiohal court Under foe new bill 
members could neoerve mirumum prison 
terms of five years for such offenses and be 
restricted in foture polhical activity. 

Candidates for pariiamentaiy seats are to 
be elected by the votes of all registered party 
members in a given distiia and the central 
executive organs of the party cannot veto 
their choice, tbe biD says. 

Three brothers 
hanged in Turkey 

ANKARA. Feb. 5 (R) — Three brothers 
convicted of murder in 1 974 were executed in 
foe central Turkish town of Akschir Saturday 
after their death sentences were ratified by 
foe ruling generals Friday night foe semi- 
offidal Anatolian news agency said. 

The ban^ngs brought to 38 the number of 
executions since capital puiushment was 
revived after foe 1 980 military coup. 1 .5 of 
them carried out this year. Most of the victims 
were convicted of political violence 


Zia planning to ban public marches 


ISLAMABAD, Feb. 5 (R) — President 
Muhammad Zia ul-Haq, said Saturday that 
puUic rallies and marches would be banned 
under tbe Is lami c political system he plans to 
give the country. 

GeiL Zia told reporters that under the sys- 
tem be has promised to unvefl by Aug. 14, the 
36fo aaniversaiy of Pakistan' s independence, 
politidans wfll Imve to find other means, such 
as indoor meefoigs, to make contact with the 
people. 

Ifo suspended Pakistan's Western-style 
pariiamentaiy system after seizing power in 
1977 and toppled Prime Minister Zulfikai 
Ali Bhutto. 

Tbe Itig outdoor poUtica! rallies and 
marches traditional^ held in Pakistan wasted 
time and disrupted nonnal life. Geo. Zia said 
Sluiday. 

It was pot right, he smd, for any politician 


to proclaim to 100,000 people at a public 
meeting that he had the answer to everything.

The preadent, who banned all political 
parties in 1979, smd be was stud)ting whether 
parties could function within an Idamic sys- 
tem and what the role of tbe armed forces 
should be.

Moscow admits losses in Afghanistan 


MOSCOW. Feb. 3 (AP) — A Soviet news- 
paper Saturday made a rare admission to its 
public that Soviet troops are being killed by 
freedom fighters in A^hanistan. 

Tbe unusual admission, published by the 
nevfspapeTSomsMHobb^Praida, coincided 
with a visit to Moscow by Afgh^ Defense 
Minister Lt. Gen. Abdul Qader. 

The official news agency Tass sard Oader 
held talks on “matters of mutual interest" 
Saturday with his Soviet counterpart. 
Marshal Dmitri Ustinov, but gave no other 
details. 

• KomsamMtqya JPrmada, daily newspaper 
of the Communist Party's youth organiza- 
tion, printed a report that named Soviets who 
died in Ai^ghanbtan and described exactly 
bow they perished in an atteck 1^ freedom 
figftters disguised as Afghan soldiers. 

It was foe only time since Soviet troops 
went into Afghaitistan in December 1979 to 
prop up the pro-Moscow regime in Kabul 
t^t the state-run Soviet media bad admitted 
its own soldiers were being killed. 

Tbe newspaper's speaal correspondent 
said he ^d talked wjfo a soldier named 


Nikolai Semko in a virit to a Soviet unit in 
A^anistan. 

The correspondent V. Snegirev. men- 
tioned “disgusting, inhumane" attacks by 
fiehters on Soviet aeenc. 

the Soviet Umon has never said how many 
men it currently has in A^hanistan although 
Western experts estimate it is more th^

Britain and France is viewed here as 
a success and offidals said h had given 
momentum to Middle East peace efforts. 

The president's talks in Washington. 
Ottawa. London and Paris ^thered support 
for foe Eg;^jtiao view tiiat time was running 
short for settling the Palestinian problem and 
securing withdrawal of foreign forces from 
Leb^on. they said. 

In Washington. Mubarak and President 
Reagan agreed on the need for progress 
toward a comprehensive Middle East settle- 
ment including uithdrawal from Lebanon. 

But foe two leaders apparently differed on 
how far the U.S. should go on the thorny issue 
of creating a Palestinian state in the Israeli- 
occupied territories. 

U.S. officials said President Reagan's plan 
for Palestinian self-ruJe on foe West ^nk 
and Gaza in association with Jordan was a'fiiir 
deal for the Palestinians. 

But Mubarak said in Washmgton: “The 


peace process would be reinforced if the Uni- 
ted States moved fiiither in foe direction of 
supporting tbe right of the Palestinian people 
to self-determination.” 

But although foe two presidents cridrized 
Isaefs delay in leaving Lebanon. Mubarak 
did not succeed in eliciting any public pledge 
of American pressure on foe Jewish state. 
Mubarak has accused Israel of maildng time 
on tile withdrawal issue until the U.S. pres- 
idential election campaign next year. 

“President Muba^ has succeeded in 
underlining tbe dangers of Israels stalling 
tactics." an Egyptian official remarked. 

Mubarak's talks in Washmgton also failed 
to make U.S. agree to start calking to the 
Palestine Liberation Organization PLO. 
Cairo had been urging this step for some 
time. The U.S. refuses to recognize the PLO. 

In a move to attract more investors. Presi- 
dent Mubarak did not miss foe chances to 
c3q)1am to businessmen that his country was 
polhicaily and economically stable.

Cuellar assails S. African sabotage 


Greek Cypriots to elect president 


MAPUTO, Feb. 5 (Agencies) — United 
Nations Secretary Ge%iai Javier Perez de 
Cuellar has denounced South African- 
backed attacks on neighboring black-niled 
states, saying ''these acts must stop^'. 

Cuellar was speaking at an recep- 
tion in Maputo Thursday night following a 
meeting whh President Samora Machel and 
other Mozambican leaders. Mozambique is 
the secretary-generars third stop on a tour of 
southern Afrin intended to review progress 
toward a settlement on Namibia, which is 
administered by Pretoria in defiance of the 
United Nations. 

But Cuellar said at the opening of his talks 
here Thursday, that he had also come to 
"observe the situation in this part of the 
world, which we consider very serious, with a 
danger of spreading war." 

Miami judge 
acquitted in 
bribery case 

MIAMI. Feb. 5 ( R) — A jury has acq uitted 
a U.S. judge on charges that he conspired to 
take a bribe and obstruct the couise of jus- 
tice. 

Alcee Hastings. 46. was the first district 
court judge to foce trial for crimes alleged to 
have been committed while on the bench. “I 
feel vindicated, it was a tremendous victory." 
he told well-wishers on ±e courthouse steps 
Friday. “No other human being, dead or 
alive, has survived this particular ordeal." 

Judge Hastings, the only black federal 
judge in South Honda, was accused of con- 
spiring with William Borders, a Washington 
lawyer, to take a 5150.000 bribe from two 
brothers convicted in his Miami courtroom in 
I M80 for taking funds from a union pension 
scheme. He voluntarilystopped bearing cases 
when news that he was being investigated by 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation leaked 
out. 

Borders, who was tried and convicted last 
year, took S25.000from an undercover agent 
posing as a racketeer, and was about to col- 
lect another $ 1 25.000 when he was arrested 
by the FBI in Washington in October. 1981. 

The judge signed an order releasing 
$845,000 to the Romanos the day after Bor- 
ders received the S25.000. 

The action was legal, in accordance with a 
superior court ruling, but the prosecution 
alleged Judge Hastings withheld l^signature 
until Borders had struck a deal with the man 
he thought was Frank Romano. 

Chinese poet 
passes away 

PEKING. Feb. 5 (AP) — Poet Xiao San 
(Emi.Siao), a long-time leader of!Clijnesb-':Z' 
cultural organizations, died Tuesday of pul- . 
raonaiy heart disease, the official Xinhua 
news agency reported. He was 86. 

Xinhua said Xiao's works helped promote 
the development of China's modem litera- 
ture and poetry, and have been translated 
into Russian, Bulgarian. English. German, 
French. Spanish, Japanese, Oscb and other 
languages. Xiao, a member of the Commun- 
istPartysioce 1^2, was persecuted by leftist 
radicals in the “ Cultural Revolutiou" decade 
of purges and already was 80 when be was 
tehabitoted in 1976, it said. 

He continued to write memoirs and poems 
with enthusiasm and in 1982 donated the 
royalties fmm Se/rctetf Faems Sam to 
fiood victims in southwest China's Sichuan 
prorince, Xinhua added. Xiao visited many 
countries on behalf of the Chinese Writen 
Associatioa and wasa permanent member of 
the council of the Ct^a pen center of the 
International Pen, ft said. 

Karen Carpenter, 
noted singer, dead 

LOS ANGELES. Feb. .s (R) — Karen 
Carpenter, of the Carpenters brother-and- 
sister singing duo. died Friday after being 
treated for the slimmers' disease anorexia 
.nervosa, her manager said. 

The agent. Derry Weintraub. said Friday 
night she had been treated for the OIness. 
caused by failure to eat. in New' York during 
the past 1 8 months. “But 1 believe she had 
been cured." be said. 

Los Angeles coroners' officials said 32- 
year-old Carpenter who was 1 .6 meters 
tall - weired 48 kg when she died. Anorena 
nervosa became known as the star’s disease 
when a num^r of actresses, intent on slim- 
ming. were treated for the illness. 

A two-hour post-mortem on Miss Carpen- 
ter f<^d no immet^te cause of death and 
there would be further laboratory tests, a 
coroner’s office spokesman said. Officials at 
Downey Memorial Hospital, in Los Angeles, 
where Miss Carpenter was taken after bei^ 
found unconscious at her parents' home, said 
she died a^r a heart atetek. 

Miss Carpenter’s ringing partner, her elder 
brother Richard, and her mother were with 
her at the hospital when she died half an hour 
after being admitted. Her mother. Agnes, 
had found her unconscious in a walk-in closet 
wardrobe io her bedroom in their home. 

Cubans rap killing 
of Peru journalists 

MEXICO enr, Feb. 5 (AP) — The Jour- 
paltgf!^ Union of Cuba has condemned the 
slaying of eight journalists in Peru, the official 
Cuban nev(;s ^ncy Piensa Latina reported. 

The dis^tch, monitored here, said a 
stanemeat Thursday in Havana calls 
the slayings "without preo^nt h^che history 
of joumaSsm in Peru, constituting a tragedy 
related to the difficult conditions in which oiv 
colleagues must cany out their woA on tins 
oontinent." 

Pieosa Latina also said that a letter sent to 
the College of Peruvian Journalists states that 
the slaying have moved and filled with indi- 
gnadon Lattn American and worldwide puU^ 
opinion. “Cuban journalists condemn 
eneigetically this brutal crime and we join 
with our Peru^ian coDeagues, to whom we 
send our brotherly condoleooes." 


In his evening speech, he said it was 
‘'depknabkr that Mozambique and its 
nei^bors "su&r from hostile acts desigaed 
to disrupt their communications and throw 
their economies out of gear." 

Four southern Afri^ states ~ Angola, 
Mozambique, Zimbabwe and Lesotho — 
have been targets for mQitary attacks and 
sabotage by groups generally believed to 
have South African support in various 
degrees. 

Speaking about tbe situation in South 
Africa itself the seccetaiy-general said that 
“ there is no place for racial doctrines such as 
apartheUr' in tbe world today." 

At Thursday's ralk*. President Machel 
welcomed the secretary^generafs tour of 
southern Africa as a move that could “ infuse 
blood and fresh oxygen” to the United 
Nations. Machel said tte two main problems 
in the region were South Afria's refusal to 
withdraw from Namibia and its white minor- 
ity govemmenfs role as an "aggressive and 
destabiUzing force" toward neighboring 
countries.

The elections Feb. 13 wilJ be tbe second 
real :suchjioU since the island's indepen- 
dence from Britain in 1 960. for since the first 
elections which brought Archbishop 
Makarios to power, it can hardly be said there , 
has been e&ctively any electoral figbt. 

Until his death in 1977. the archbishop 
stood unoppesed. and the present incum- 
bent. Spyros Kyprianou. was elected in the 
abrence of another candidate. But this dine 
there are three candidates in the running: 
President Kyprianou, SO. supported by his 
own Democratic Party and the powerful Akel 
Communist Party. Olafeos Gerides. 63. pres- 
ident of the Democratic Rally supported by 
the right, and Vassos Lyssarides. 62. of the 
Edek Socialist Party. 

Tbe issues centr^ to their electoral cam- 
paign are Turkey's occupation of a third of 
the island since 1974, the roic of the Greek 
government in finding a solution to the prot>' 
lem. and tbe state of the island’s economy. 

Kyprianon’s own party gamed 1 9 percent 
of the votes in tbe last general election in 
1 981 . and the Akel Communist won 33 

percent. Last April, tbe two parties worked 
out a "minimum program" cooperation, 
which has been strongly denounced by the 
opposition parties as well as the Greek gov- 
ernment. 


Kyprianou defends the ' alliance. • maiir- 
taining that it does not risk dxagpdg'the'coun- 
by. toward communism as .his detractors 
rfaim.

Hie curreat viat of President Ali AbddDah Sakh of North Yemen 
to the Kingdom bigtUi^ts the close relations between the two ne^- 
boring countries which have become of special inqiOTtance to bodu It 
also comes after the recent earthquake in Yemen whkli spelt oat a 
mai'or human and economic disaster and left the country wrdi a vast 
finanda] problem. 

Yemen is a large but undevelc^ied country vritb lEew natural and 
mineral resources to speak of- But It has an i^i^tiiial base- which 
could be enlarged if the government can find tiie resources to do so. 
With exports almost nil. the country has to depend heavily on the 
remittances of its labor force abroad, ^dally in the Kingdom and to 
some extent in the Gulf. There are many idso in the United States, 
some in Britain and a few in Africa. 

These remittances are practically the only income that tiie Central 
Rank gets from abroad apart from foreign econoinic assistanre. the 
bulk of which emanates ^m die Kingdom. The Kingdom ebes out 
the chronic bodgetary deficit in Sanaa to the Cone of SI 00 milBoa a 
year in addition to financing a large pcugiaiu of aid vrincii inchides 
huilHfng gghn nb;. fiilly equipped and staffed hflqwtals. highwa ys Knk- 
ing cities across dijOScuh terrain, drilling weDs and pcovkfiiQ teachers 
from other Arab countries to work in YemeiL 

Despite all this, the economic situation in the coontty b distorbing 
as the government deqieratety looks for foreign endiange to pay for 
its imports of almost everything — from foodstuffs to cars and <riL 
The latter b taldng a heavy ton and peof^ rue {rininng their hopes on 
the ongoing exploration. There are no oKticatioos of the presence of 
oil in commercial quantities but the feet that the search goes on 
mai ntains a level of national assurance that b good in itself in these 
trying times. 

Thus felfing oil prices may be useful to Yemen in the short term but 
if they keep felling fast and steei^y tiiey may not be good news in the 
long term as the cost of exploration and exploitation may become 
suddenly too prohibitive. The country's best beL therefore, lies in 
tntensif^g the development of that ever lasting resource — agricul-

Stroessner sure 
of new mandate 
in Paraguay

ASUNaON — 
Latin America's longest-serving strong man. 
Paraguayan President Alfredo Stroessner. b certain 
to be elected to a new five-year term in Sunda/s 
general elections, and the only question b the size of 
hb majority. 

Political sources say tiiere b little doubt that the 
70-year-old general would easily win the poll after 
alrbost 29 years is power and might even increase 
hb ] 978 majority of 89 percent to 94 percent of the 
vote. The presdenYssupporters say he will be elec- 
ted on hb popularity but Western diplomats are 
inclined to attribute hb certain victory to the ti^t 
hold hb Colorado Party has on every state institu- 
tion and tiie electoral machinery. 

The electorate, roughly one-tiM of thb subtrop- 
ical South Amerkan Republi^sthree million popu- 
lation. win also be voting for 60 deputies and 30 
senaKirs.

Anttmio Massufli Foster, told Reuters that these 
parties were not partietpatiog only because they ^ 
not have the 10.000 members which the constitu- 
tion fays down as a condition for putting forward 
presdential candidates. 

President Stroessner has been re-elected five

Ifis rule has brought a period of unaccustomed 
stabflity to a country which in the preceding 22 
years had had no less than 27 presidents. Panguay 
b also one of the few countries in Latin America 
where there no indigenous guerrilla mover^nt. 

A sbe-femt. feir-haired career soldier beftire 
bemmifig president Gen. Stroessner iiUtially 
gained the reputation of being an ** iron-handed" 
leader. Under the pressure from Western govern- 
ments. the ruling party has slackened its ti^ grip 
on society and the jails arc reported to be almost 
empty of the several hundred political pristiners 
they contained several years ago. ' 

But n^y g^ivcmmcnt opponents. w1k>. have 
gone into voluntaiy or forced exile, arc arnong 25 
percent of the Paraguayan population Irring 
abroad. The rmist recent political figure to be 
deported was Domingo Laino. iticx' president of the 
PLRA. He was jailed last December on the cve of 
the poblicatioD <if his btxik on late Nicaraguan dic- 
tator Anastaao Somoza who was assassinated in the 
suburbs of Asuncion in September 1 980. 

Dbsident sourees here said Laino and several 
other prominent (^jposition politicians now in 
Aigeatma bad confirmed their inteation of ttying tn 
enter Paraguay on election day. But Interior Minis- 
ter Salrino Montaro told a news conference Wed- 
nesday that any attempt to cross into Paraguay 
iDegsdly with the aim of disturbing peace and order 
would be repressed. 

The opporition. apparently undaunted by the 
odds gainst it has bMn campaigning hard on a 
(4atform of restoring the recession-hit economy to 
its ftmner health. After several years of growth 
rates of 1 0 percent and above, expanskm slowed in 
1 98 1 to 8.5 percent and unofiBcial estimates suggest 
die economy could even have shrunk last year. At 
seven percent Paraguay's inflation rate b the low- 
est in Latin America, but the worid economic reces- 
sion has cut demand for the landlocked republic's 
principal eiqports of cotton fiber, soya, timber and 
vegetable oils. 

Another key factor b the Itagiu Project under 
whidi ftus^uay and Brazil iointly built the world's 
largest ttydro-electric dam comi^x on the Parana 
River wUdi separates die two countries. Tlie com- 
plex opened last year. Apart from prolong busin- 
ess and employment. Itaipu also brought millions of 
doUars into the economy. But the flow dried up as 
the dam neared compl^on. 

A joint project with Argentina to build a dam at 
Yacyreta on Paraguay's southern border has been 
dogged by disputes over finandng and the share- 
out of profits and cons^ction work. 

Opposition parties are little more tiian vnndow- 
dressmg for iIk system, but the recession and the 
setback in the Yacyreta project might change Para- 
guayan^ apparent conformity with the status quo. 

But tiie Colorado Party and the armed forces are 
as much in control as ever. Rumors that the preri- 
dent was seriously UZ and had possibly suffered a 
stroke, fueled by the fact that he usually declines to , 
shake hands with hb right hand, subsi^d when hb' 
candidacy for another term was officudly announ- 
ced last September.

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U.N. quietly working for Afghan peace deal

ISLAMABAD — 

The special United Nations envoy on Afghanb- 
tan. Die^ Cordovez. b keen on giving the impres- 
sion that hb current round of visits to Tehran. 
Islamatad and Kabul b making tangible;!! gradual- 
progress toward a political solution of the Afghan 
problem. He says he b encouraged by widening 
support for the U.N. initiative and b now working 
on "the substance of things." 

The nature of the substance remains strictly con- 
fidential. and some observers believe the silence b 
an indication that the talks are still bogged down in 
procedural questions. Diplomatic sources say they 
are unaware of anything really positive happening, 
while Cordovez himself acknowledges that it will be 
a long and comf^ex road to a comprehensive set- 
tlement 

Neverthele^ U.N. sources in Islamabad main- 
tain the outline of a deal b on the distant horizon. 
According to these sources, the central thrust of the 
present talks b to find a way of coordinating the 
main issws on the agreed agenda — namely, the 
return of the refugees, the withdrawal of foreign 
troops and guarantees of non-interference in 
Afghanistan. 

The public positions of the governments concer- 
ned appear to offer little basis for optimism. Kabul 
and Moscow continue to insist that the matter 
should be handled through bilateral negotiations, 
while P^dstao and Iran are still refusing to speak to 
Babrak KarmaPs government, althou^ the Pakb- 
tan goverament hu engaged in indirca talks, using 


the U.N. as an imermediary. 

More frindamentally perhaps, the Communbts 
continue to see the first priority in any settlement as 
an end of "foreign interference" in the shape of 
Western suf^rt for the guerrillas based in Pakis- 
tan. For Pakistan and Iran, a Russian comontmeDt 
to withdraw must come first, and they say the resis- 
tance must be brought in tn the tallu. . 

A^rently the U.N. does not regard these 
entrenched positions as a stalemate. Cordovez b 
working on the assumption that the motivation fora 
settlement b stnmg cnoogh to create some flex- 
ibility. The U.N. sources say he b on the verge of a 
breakthrough in the form of a consensus on the 
principle that the refugees themselves must be con- 
sulted as part of the process. U.N. thinking b that as 
long as the term is "refugees" and not "Mufahi- 
decn" the Communists might be prepared to go. 
along with thb. 

The first concrete step would be to get agreement 
on bow to consult the refugees. Should a cefereo-. 
dum be used, and how would it be monitored? After 
that, there would be negotiations on the questions 
to be put to the refugees to find out if they would be 
prepared to return home under certain guaranteed 
conditions. Assuming the referendum came out in 
fevor of the terms — and the U.N. would not want 
to risk an nverwbulming rejection — the Soviet 
Union would then be expected to produce a 
timetable for withdrawing its troops. A program for 
the refugees' return would be worked ouL -pro- 
viding for a transitional period with some form of 
monitoring. 

Kabul and Moscow would ceitainfy require that 


the traiiuDg camps of tiie freedom fighfers be shut 
down and border violations halted. It is also clear 
that for the Soviet Union, the process that began 
with tiie Afyhan Commuhbt revolution of 1 978 b 
irreverrible. If a settlement really b on the cards, it 
would sem to imply that A^hanbtan should 
remain firmly within the Soviet sphere of infiuence. 
President Zia of Pakistan has said he accepts that 
the Soviet Union has a'r^t to demiand. on security 
grountb. that future Afghan governments are not 

hostile to Moscow. 

It remairis to be seen whether the United States 
would exert its.iafiueiiGe to preventsueb a develo- 
mdit. And it b hard to see how tiie U.N..conld draw 
in backing from the Muslim freedom fighters who 
provide political -leadership for the A^an resb- 
tahoe.

Kohl facing voters with serious image problem

Helmut Kohl, West German/ s first conservative 
diaaicellor in 13 years, has an iiway- problem and 
still has to overcome widnpread doubts about hb 
personal capalnUties as the March 6 general elec- 
tion apfnoadies.

sea voyages, this part-historical, part-legen- 
dary. record first informs us that Stobad was a 
merchant adventurer, based at Baghdad. Set- 
ting forth from the port of Basrah on. the 
Shatt AI Arab on each occason. he is said to 
have traveled, in sequence, to India, to Bor- 
neo. to the “Island of Apes”, (which may 
have been Sumatra), twice to Sumatra, which 
he mentions \ry name, and twice to Sri i-anka 
(which in Sinbaefs day was known to the 
Arabs as Serendeeb). 

On many occasions be is shipwrecked on 
islands, (tte names of which are conveniently 
omitted from his narrative, so that they can- 
not be identified with certainty), and it is on 
these islands that he meets, for example, a 
stable groom of die King al Miraj. wbo brings 
the kiiig’s mares to the island on the occasion 
of eadi friS moon, so that they should attract 
the sea-horses; be sees a one-eyed off- 
shore. 200 cututs long, another with the face 
of an owl; he tells of a bird called a “rukh.'’ 
which feeds its young on elephants; and is 
confrxinted by an old man. on the river bank 
of another tdand. who has no bones in his 
legs, and wbo orders Sinbad to carry him 
across the swoDen torrent. 

Sinbad. we are also told, was bom at Sohar 
in Oman, and lived in the 8th century, in the 
reign of the Caliph Harun al Rashid, and it is 
certainly possible that such a peison existed 
and traded as a maritime merchant from 
Baghdad to the ports of China for. by the 8th 
century, the flow of precious commodities 
snch as gold, ivory and gems from India, and 
rilk. fine porcelain and tea from China, had 
made Baghdad the most impor^t commer^ 
dal port in the world. That Sinbad should 
have traveled frtim Basra to the South China 
seas, even in a ship of “plank and twine” is 
equally plausible for, by the 6th century AD, 
the Arabs had estabiisb^ a virtual monopoly 
of the sea trade with China: a 6,000-i^e- 
long route, the longest commerdal link in the 


world and the maritinic equivalent of the Silk 
Route, which ran overland, westward, fi^im 
those same Cliinese emporiums. 

Yet so distorted are the other stories in The 
ThotutmdaadOneNi^gg^ related as they first 
were in the 'souks' of the Arab Empire, then 
told and retold until the 1 3th cent^ in the 
Indian. Arabian and North African ports and 
coffee bouses, that 1 think that we must con- 
clude that Sinbad’s stories are in fact merely a 
composite version of the many wonderous 
seafaring tales known to. but only half- 
remembered by. his contemporaries in those 
far-off days of the Golden Age of Hanm al 
Rashid. 

Hm Severin. for his part, is content merely 
to assume that Sinbad might have existed; but 
in thb assumption he is. perhaps, being tact- 
ful toward his Omani crew, all of whom are 
certain that he existed. However. Severin's 
journey of discovery, perhaps more 
accurately redfecoveiy. was not in fact under- 
taken primarily to prove or disprove Sinbad’s 
credit^ty. but to bring to people's attention 
to the acluevements (tf the e^y Arab sea- 
farers in their distant voyages to China in 
wooden ships: a 6.000-mfle journey com- 
pleted withont the ben^t of motor, chart or 
navigational aids. Additionally, since be was 
recoastnicting a 1 .000-year-oId voyage, 
which takes a safling vessel some ei^t 
months to complete, he was tasked with a frill 
sdentific program, which included the meas- 
urement of sea currents, a count of whales 
and dugongs, and a study of the barnacles 
attadiing ^mselves to the ship’s wooden 
huIL 

In the course of Sokor 's passage. T!m 
Severin. his crew of Omani s^ors and his 
Western scientists, like Sinbad before them, 
bad to endure the hazards of the sea and life 
upon h.

Private stations’ activities 
hitting Italy s state TV

VERONA (LOS) — The latest Italian TV 
viewing figui^ are cauang RAI. the state- 
owned national broadcasting corporation, to 
squ^ against the competition from 600 fffi- 
vate TV statkms and, inparticular, the four 
private national networlu. 

. The first private local TV station pirated its 
way on to the screen in 1 976. That same year, 
tiiis fllegal initiative found file supj^rt of the 
high court, which declared unconsotutional a 
1 975 law banning private broadcasting. Since 
^en private commerdal stations have mus- 
hroomed. 

What RAI really fears, though, are the 
large private national dreuits. eqiedaDy 
Mflan's dynamic Canale 5. The latter has 
become ^ second most popular evening 
^annd in Itdy, with an audimice of 1 5 mil- 
lion, and has overtaken RAI 2, 

RAI is still number one to RAI 3, a 


largely regamal service launched a year a^ 
to coonteract the rash of local eonuneraal 
stations, scarcely gets a look in. 

7^ ingredients of success for the private 
stations have been cartoons during the day, 
films in the evening (which get increasDgly 
foicy toward midnigh t) and American soap 
operas siidi as "Dallas”. 

Ihe private stations are Inting diunks out 
of RATs revenue. Last year, for die first time, 
they overtook RAI (wUch gets two-thirds of 
its income from compulsory TV licences and 
the rest from adveitisiniO by ooDecting more 
than $300 million, while RAI managed to 
up only $200 millio n frmn its commer- 
cials. 

In repose to fiiis growing threat RAI has 
launched a campaign for greater freedom 
from file legal restrictions which limit its 
activities. It is adring for permisaon to 
inoease advertismg space and for the right to 
change program content

Trade 
Representative Bill Brock said in Washing- 
ton, tbe Reagan admtniscratioD win, if neces- 
sary, subsidize exports of American form 
pn^ucts to increase the U.S. share of tbe 
world maricet. 

“ We will not sit on our hands if other ^v- 
emments act in such a way as to injure U.S.

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Turks defend 
hiking transit 

fee for ships 

ANKARA. Feb. 5 (R) — Turkey defen- 
ded the legality of its ten-fold increase 
in transit charges on ships using the Bospfaonis 
and Dardanelles straits and said it saw no 
need for talks on the issue. 

Soviet ships have refused to pay the new 
rates since mid-December, running up a debt 
to Turkey of more than 1 .5 billion Turkish 
lira (more than $7Ji million), according to 
shipp ing sources in Istanbul. 

A foreign ministry official dealing with 
maritime affo^. Tinmen, told Reuters 
the increases were legitimate under the terms 
of 1 936 convention which tied the calculation 
of charges to the price of the gold franc. “Our 
decirion was not a change in the charges, 
what has changed is the price oif gold.” 'I^r- 
men said. 

The charges for sanitary, life-saving and 
lighting services along the only link between 
the Black Sea and the Mediterranean, were 
raised last November without warning, 
causing protests from shipping companies 
and diplomats.

'' Facing energy prohiem ' 

Nepal intensifies seai;ch for ^ 


KATMANDU. Feb. 5 (Oepthnews) — 
Nepal, tbe tiny, landlocked country on the 
Himalay an ranges, has joined the ^obal 
search for btecjc gold. 

The center of its exploration effort is an 
800-kilometer-long piece of territory in the 
southern flatlands adjoining the hills. Gov- 
ernment authorities admit that die search 
for ofl under the rugged rock fonnations is a 
desperately longsbot investment in the 
nnknown. But Nepal is teiribly strapped for 
oil. and fidgety about its mounting energy 
bill that cuts deep into its hard currency 
earnings. 

An official document released recently 
warned that the energy problem was “seri- 
ous” and “it will soon be beyond the means 
of the econcmy to meet rising import bills 
for energy." NepaTs energy demand is 
mmisreile compared to that of other coun- 
tries. but its oil bill is siropfy too heavy and 
burdensome on its internal resoiiroes. In 
1981. NepaTs total oil consumption was 
only 60.000 liters. 

Also in 1981. Nepal paid 50 million 
rupees (S4 million) for its oil imports. 7^ 
amount was equivalent to the foreign 
exchange component of the United Nations 
Development Program (UNDP) aid to the 
icountzy s development that year. But Nepal 


pays its energy bill from ite own me^er 
foreign exdiange income.

Reagan denounces 
truckers’ strike 

WASHINGTON. Feb. (R) — President 
Ronald Reagan denounced a nationwide 
strike by independent U.S. truckers and said 
he had no intention of meeting their demand 
for repeal of a petrol tax increase. 

"To let a small percentage of any group of 
people, by the use of murder and violence of 
the kind dial they have used, change the laws 
of this country would be the worst precedent 
wc ciiuld set." he told a news conference. 

More than 600 incidents of violence 
against non-striking drivers have been repor- 
ts since the work suippage began Monday. 
At least 2.^0 tnicks have been hit by gunfurc 
and one driver has been shot dead. 

Attorney General William French Smith 
said Friday the Justice Department was con- 
sidering federal prosecution in some cases. 
Tlic truckers, who transport 90 percent of 
the country's vegetable and fruh produce 
from farm to market, arc demanding the 
repeal of a five cents a gallon petrol tax 
increase approved by Congress late last year. 

The revenue will be used to maintain and 
repair federal highways, many of which are in 
bad enndirinn. The damage is firequently 
blamed on heavy trucks and Reagan called 
the new tax a "user fee." He said like any 
other bu.siness tax it could be passed on to 
customers. 

Sudan reschedules 
$500 million debt 

IViRlSrFcb. .‘f (R) — Creditor ctmntries 
have rescheduled around S.'^OO million of 
Sudan'.*; debt due to be repaid in 1 983. dip- 
lomatic sources said Saturday. 

The sum. covering principal, interest and 
arrears, was rescheduled over 1 6 years with a 
six-year grace period by creditors, including 
the U.S.. 1 3 European states and Japan, at a 
meeting in Paris this week. 

The rescheduling period is longer than 
normally granted to debtor countries because 
of Sudan's serious debt problems. In March 
last year creditors rescheduled Sudan's 1 982 
debt iwer a period of 10 years with a four- 
year grace period. 

Although a number of countries have lar- 
ger debts. Sudan’s debt, estimated at $7 bil- 
lion. is laiger than hs total export income, the 
sources said.

Dollar closes on strong note

JEDDAH. Feb. 5 — The doDarclosed on 
a strong note on the New York exchanges 
Friday night, boosted by a $2.7 billion rise 
' in the w’eekly U.S. money supply figures. 
The latest Ml money supply aggregates 
were higher than expected following the 
S800 millfon fall in the previous week’s 
figures, and on Friday the money markets 
reacted by pushing U.S. dollar interest rates 
up. 

Interbank dollar deposit rates rose by 
around Kid percent but the rises were 
uneven in aD tenors with some money mar- 
ket dealeis still fearing that the U.S. Federal 
Reserve Board might cut back on its dis- 
count rate in the near future. With Federal 
Reserve "Fed frind” prime lending rates at 
arou^ 8 Vr percent the likelibond that the 
discount rate would be cut seems somewhat 
remote, but considering that the dollar was 
under pressure on the markets only a month 
ago. the market rituation could change 
rapidly. 

On the money markets, the one-month 
rate was trading at a comfortable 9 '/r per- 
cent levels. whDe the 3 -month Eurodollar 
deposit rate traded around 9 % percent 
level but still down by percent over the 
highs reached on mid-w'eek trading. 

The bullion markets were mixed Friday 
in New York, with gold cloang at just below 
the $500 level but silver remaining firm at 
SI 4.5 an ounce which has pleased most sti- 
ver dealeis since they fbjEtfed that silver 
j)rices will fait back along with gold. Still 


alver prices seem to have broken throu gh 
the p^cbolpgicaUy important barrier of 
$14.00 an ounce. 

In the New York markets, the British 
pound fell back by another 100 points to 
trade at 1.5 130 levels from 1.5230 on 
Thursday on renewed worries over OPEC 
ml prices falls. Hie Bank of En^and did not 
intervene too aggressively on die exchanges 
Friday in support of the pound and rhfe 
raised some speculation that the British 
authorities might not be too averse to seeing 
the pound fall for competitive reason as the 
December trade figures seemed to illus- 
trate. These showed a 1 0 year record of a 
surplus trade account of over 800 million 
steriing. 

In other currency news, the French franc 
was easier at 7.0380 levels, whUe the 
Japanese yen was just under the 240.50 
level. It had opened at 237.50 earlier m the 
week. The Swiss franc was w'cakcr at 2.0360 
while the German mark was down to ■ 
2.4750 levels on rising fears over the out- | 
come of the German elections.

Talking car gracesU.S, show 


NEW YORK, Feb. 5 (AP) — Henry Ford 
would nor have believed his ears: A car at the 
New York International Automobile Show 
this week was talking. 

The talking Chrysler would not have been 
the only surprise for the pioneer of the 
American car industry, for the annual auto 
exhibit was as much a dis{riay of microproces- 
sors and computer chips as it was of transmis- 
sion systems. 

Virtually all of the more than 700 new 
domestic and foreign 1983 models at the 
show contained on-board computers that do 
a variety of tasks from gauging engine speed 
to letting the driver know he is low on gas. 

“The automobile industry has moved tom 
the machine age to the hi^ tech age." said 
David J. Jacobson, a marketing consultant 
for the U.S. industry. 

Among the leaders of the move to high 
tech is duster's electronic voice aleit, which 
informs the driver in a synthesized male voice 
through the car radio speaker about such 
problems as window waster fluid or oil pres- 
sure. The feature is available in En^ish, 
French or Spanish. 

Toyota and Ford have versions of the talk- 
ing car as well Ford's Unooln-Mercuiy line 
also has -a voice recognition system that 
responds to the driver's voice commands, 
peiformingsuch tasks as turning on the head- 
lights and opening the trunk. 

The U.S. auto industiy, tong dominant in 
medium and large-sized cars, is now trying to 
move into the small- car market. It has spent 
more than $80 billion in the past three years 
to produce smaller, more fuel efficient cars, 
which it hopes wfll cut into sales from Japan 
and Europe that last year com prised about 28 
percent of the U.S. market. 

For the first 20 days of January, sales of 
new American-made cars in the United 
States were up 12 percent over the same 
period a year ago. 

"There is no doubt (Americans') percep- 
tion of domestic quality has improved," said 
Jay Fenon, a researcher for the National 


Automobile Dealers Association, which rep- 
resents foreign and domestic dealerships in 
the United States. 

Among the trends in American cars is a 
return to the convertible top, four-speed 
manual transmission and front-wheel drive 
— features common to foreign cars for years. 
Virtually all of Ford's models have a softer, 
less-an^d look. Pontiac plans to introduce a 
two-passenger car with a low, sleek design. 

The NADA has forecast a "significant 
increase” in sales of U.S.-made cars in 1 983, 
while sales of foreign cars are expected to 
flatten out. Perron said. 

"The U.S. carmakers are getting smarter," 
said Gary Schiavone, a New York City lea- 
dent who bought a Datsun a* few years ago, 
but now owns a Chrysler and is broking to buy 
an American car again.

Los Angeles trouble shooting’ over site 


LOS ANGELES. Feb. 5 (R) — A row over 
where to stage the shooting event at next 
year’s Olympic Gaines apparently subsided 
Friday after die president of tbe International 
Shooting Federation said he would accept 
any U.S. city if necessary. 

Federation president Olegario Vazquez- 
Rana told a hastily called press conference: 
*‘I think the shootingevents will be held in the 
Los Angeles area.” Vazquez-Rana arrived in 
Los Angeles, tbe site of tbe Games, by air 
from Mexico City amid reports tbe Olympic 
oTganmng committee could not find a 
suitable site and marksmen feared the event 
might be dropped. 

The local • committee vice-president for 
sports. Charles Calc.' said the International 
Olympic Committee (IOC) had vetoed the 


choice of Las Vegas as the shooting venue. 
But after a series of meetings with local 
Olympic officiais. Vazquez-Rana told repor- 
ters: "lam happy and satisfied «dth what the 
local officials are doing." Speaking through 
an interpreter, he said local officials had 
studied 38jx>ssible venues. 

' Asked anout a press report that be would 
sue the Los Aiigeles committee if the 
organizers faDed to include shooting in the 
1984 Games. Vazquez-Rana replied: "I 
would make effective the rights of tile federa- 
tion I represent, but only after the Games. 1 
would have to defend the 1 26 federations I 
represent." 

But. asked if he felt shooting was not bcir^ 
treated in the same manner as other Olympic 
events. Vazi)ucz-Rana replied: “1 have 


changed my mind since I arrived here.” 

Ode said in addition to the 38 sites, all in 
southern California, studied during the last 
two weeks. 1 0 to 1 5 sites would be examined 
next week. "Vazquez-Rana heartily 
approves of our course of actioti. We do not 
intend to have shooting dropped from the 
Olympic program." he said in a prepared 
statement. 

There are eight Olympic shooting events 
for men. ranging from smallbore rifle to day 
pigeon shooting, and three events for women. 
Meanwhile. Los Angeles police said they had 
asked the Pentagon for military helicopters to 
help with security arrangements during the 
Games. 

The defense department has earmarked 
$50 million to provide security.

Luck deserts England 
in crucial One-Day tie 

PERTH, Australia, Feb. S (AP) — New aged to add another 43 hms to teach 8£ 


Zealm^ stonnedtoo the S 50,000 best-of- 
thiM finals series of the Benson and Hedges 
Cup Cricket competition when they beat 
En glan d by seven wickets in a rain-marred 
match at the WACA Ground Saturday. 

When Kiwi captain Geoff Howarth drove a 
baO from rival captain Bob Willis into tbe 
oovexs, New Zealand had won with 1 5 balls to 
spare. New Zealand’s victory kept alive 
Australia's hopes of qualifying for the finals. 
For Australia to move up to the Kiwis in tbe 
final series, they have now to beat tbeir 
Trans-Tasman neighbors in the last qualify- 
ing match at the WACA Sunday. Unseasonal 
torrential rain rtrined the play Saturday and 
virtually gave England no chsmee of winning. 

After tbe vic^nt storm which quicl^ 
nangSwumd tjip gTOund mto 8 568 of iiiiiiiature 
lakes, tbe match was reduced from 50 to 23 
overs a side. 

After England were put in on a lively pitch, 
they were always struggling and had battled 
their way to 45 for three £rom 1 73- overs 
when tbe initial downpour sent the playeis 
scurrying to tbe dressmg room. The rain con- 
tinued for neaify two hours, and then tbe 
flooded ground was made fit for play only 
afer offioals had called in a Channel 9 news 
helicopter and tbe West Australian fire 
brigade. 

Nothing went right for England in this cru- 
cial tie and tbe heavy rain came as a cruel 
blow. First, New Zealand captain Howarth 
won the toss and bad no hesitation in sending 
the o{^x>sition in to bat. Then, when the 
match was reduced to only 23 overs a side, 
England ampfy did not have tbe opportunity 
to increase tteir rate sufficiently to give New 
Tpalanri a difficult taak_

Windies remain cool to rebels’ feats 


BRIDGETOWN, Barbados, Feb.. 5 (AP) 
— A team of West Indian cricketers scored 
an improve victory in an international 
match this week. 

But in a nation usually hungry for every bit 
of cricket news, the victoiy was virtuaDy 
ignored. The match in Johannesburg last 
Tuesday was the highlight of a tour of South 
Africa by We« Indian cricketers. The warn, 
.-comprised mainly of second-line playeis, has 
fared well against its South African competi- 
tion in a two-season tour that began last 
month. 

But there has been little cheering at home. 
Both newspapers and radio stations in the 
former British colonies have considered tbe 
player^ performance immaterial. Coverage 
of tbe tour focuses on the high salaries — 
estimated at SI 10,000 per person tbe 16 
players received and their defiance of the 
West Indian cricket authorities' ban against 
South Africa. 

For us, tbe entire tour is an unprincipled 


event and we should have nothing to do with 
it,” said the TrisuAsd Express newspaper in 
reporting hs decision not to cover the tour. 

Its sister newspaper, the TrinidaiSun, also 
isn't covering the tour. The govemmen|- 
owned Chroaiele newspaper io Guyana, ttie 
Dafy News in Jamaica, all news media in St. 
Vincent and Grenada, and the government- 
owned Caribbean Broadcasting Corp. in 
Barbados have joined the covering blackout. 

Ironically, Usteners of some radio stations 
that are ostensibly boycotting coverage can 
hear results on British Broadcasting Corp. 
Sports programs. 

Fans in the West Indfes probably aren’t 
that interested in the tour results anyway, say 
some cricket authoritie& 

AD the players will be banned from future 
Caribbean play, and meanwhile, tbe West 
Indies season has started and fans are looking 
to the forthcoming tour of India by tbe'offi- 
cial West Indies team and the preparations 
for the Worid Cup in England.

Last major Gihanaian 


group leaves Lagos 


LAGOS, Feb. S (Agendes) — The last 
known large group of Gfaanaians expefled 

firoai hHgeria as IDegal aliens left for home 
eaity SaUzrday moximig on a shq> sent from 
Ao^ port officials said. Tliey said the ship 
earned around 1.000 persons, about one- 
fifth of ils capacity. 

The ship had arrived Wednesday but its 
dqartuie was delayed because not enoi^ 
Gfaanaians cam e forward to GD it. Ghanaian 
dq4(Mnats Fnd^ went on Lagos radio to teD 
any remaining rTh—MMiMi that space was 
available on tbe slap. Most of the estimated . 
one minion Gfaanai^ in N^eiia have taken 
tbe overland route tirrough B«^nin and Togo. 
Ed alL the Nigerian e^mlsioo order has affec- 
ted nearly two mfliinn m^al West African 
aliens in hGgeria. 

Nigeria gave illegal aliens two weeks to 
leave (he conntiy. a deadline that passed at 
last Monday for rmslrined and 
nnemployed workers. Skilled and profes- 
siooal people have until the end of tins moDth 
to leave. 

Meanwhile, tbe govemment of Ghana has 
^ipeafed U> the rroild for food, saying ffie 
retnni of at least a nflfion deportees frcmi 
Nigeria has tnmed a grave food sbort^e into 
a national crisis. 

As Nigeria defended the eapuhioas before 
tile United Natioos. the hitemational Red 
Cross in Geneva said Fridty that the flood of 
Gfaanaians and other West Africans retur- 
ning home had created an em er gency of 


proportions «»ni1ar to the exodus of the Viet- 
oamese boat people. 

“It will be a terrible problem for a long 
period." Kans Hoe^. secretary general of 
tbe Lei^ue of Natio^ Red Cross Societies, 
told reporters. He stressed the need for sus- 
tained massive inteniational asststanoe to the 
returnees. ' 

Accra radio said Friday night that conge^ 
lion at the transit camps on tiie trade fair 
center at Accra, at Tema stadium 32 
kms to the nofthea^ at Agotime-Kpetoe on 
tbe border with Togo and at tbe Afiao cros- 
sing point also-oo ^ border with Togo, had 
been lednoed considerably fitmi what it was 
eaiiier dris week.

China to step up arms 
aid, Sihanouk reveals 


PEKING. Feb. 5 (R) — Non-< 'ommuniia 
filters recently attacked by Vietnamese 
troops in the Thai border area vritbdrew in 
.time to avoid heavy losses. Kampuehcan 
' resistance Icatjcr Norodom Sihanouk said 
Saturday. 

The A^tnamese eariy this month attacked 
Nong Chan refugee camp, controlled by the 
Khmer People's National Liberation Front 
forces of Son Sann. and home to 48.000 
Kampuchean refrigccs. 

Prince Sihanouk told a press conference 
that Gen. Im Tam. enmmander-in-efaief of 
tbe ^anoukist faction, had sent him a tele- 
gram which said losses among non- 
Communist forces in the arca were not 
importanL He said Hanoi was now focusing 
hs attacks on non-Communist guerrillas 
because the strongest partner in the resis- 
tance coalition, the pro-Peking Khmer 
Rouge Communists ousted from Phnom 
Penh in 1979. was successful on the bat- 
tlefield. 

Answering questions a day after meetings 
with Chinese leader Deng Xiaoping and U.S. 
Secretary of State George Shultz, the prince 
said China had agreed to provide more 
ammunition for his ow n small rovalisc guer- 
rilla force to help it through Vietnam's' cur- 


rent dry season offensive. 

C'hina bad given “my faction additional 
ammunition fiirguns. mortars, machine-guns 
and rifles, enouj^ to meet the needs of fight- 
ing uic Vietnamese on the battlefield in this 
dry season." he said. There arc still several 
months to go before seasonal rains in Kam- 
puchea make military operations impossible 
and the prince said that Ity then he mi^t have 
to ask for more weapons. 

Prince Sihanouk said he had not asked for 
arms from the U.S. during lus meeting with 
Shultz because be knew Washington was not 
ready to give weapons, only humanitarian 
aid. He said his faction numbered about 

5.000 men but be had enough volunteers to 
increase the total to between 1 0.000 and 

20.000 if be got more military aid. 

Commenting on pro^cts for an accom- 
modation between himself and the pro- 
Hanoi government of Hcng Samrin. Pnnee 
SSianoulc said neither the ^vict Union nor 
Vietnam were* w'illing to grant Kampuchea 
hs independence. “1 cannot accept a com- 
promise with the Soviets and the Vietnamese 
unless they recognize that my people and my 
country arc independent." be said. "They 
plan to get Sihanouk as a new puppet in their 
hands. I am not a puppet of anybody." 


Film shooting damages China’s hall 


PEKING, Fwb. 5 (AP) — A famed hall at 
tbe tombs of 13 Ming dynasty emperors suf- 
fered serious dam^e during the filming of 
tbe Italian-American television production 
ofUveoFoio, the Peking frenmg/Vrirj said 
Friday. 

The newspaper, under the headline 
“Belated Report," mainly described the 
damage to tbe Hall of Eminem Favors of ihc 
Chang Ling, the tomb of the Emperor 
Yun^, who ruled from 14U.^ to 1425. But it 
did not say much about how it was caused. 

Tbe newspaper quoted Song Wenzhong. 
deputy director of the tombs, as saying, 
"wbeu some of the production pco^rfe from 


Mmeo Polo were recklessly pounding in nails. 
Vice Chairman Liao Mosaa of the Peking 
CPPCC, sternly slopped that kind of 
behavior, but..." The headline also blamed 
tbe damage on “ movie filming." 

CPPCC is the Chinese People's Political 
CiNisultative Conference, the nation's united 
front organization. 

The paper said some of the halTs golden 
bricks were damaged, in a paitern as if a whip 
had been cracked across them, soiro were 
covered with a whfte substance, nails were 
left sticking out in various places, and some 
painting on wall and oeOing surfaces had 
been pried out or scratched.
